NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


W. O. Avery, the whiskey 
, was sen­ 
tenced yesterday to two years In the Missouri 
State Prison and one thousand dollars fine. 
Gen. John McDonald has been sentenced by 
Judge Treat in the U. 8. Diet riel Court to three 
years in the Penitentiary and five thousand 
dollars fine. 
A scouting party of 41 mounted men, under 
Capt Whiteside, left Camp Lowell, Arizona, 
yesterday, with 30 days rations to protect set­ 
tlers In Santa Cruz Valley and Chlrcuhua 
mountains. 
A W ashington special to the New York 
Post says theChief Clerk of the General Land 
Office, L. K. Lipplncott, Grace Greenwood’s 
husband, who was summarily dismissed by 
Secretary Chandler some weeks ago for de­ 
frauding the Government by means of fraud- 
uleni Chippewa land scrip, is missing, and 
eflortsto ascertain his whereabouts failed. 
He was indicted by the Grand Jury, but be­ 
fore he could be arrested fled, and it is sup­ 
posed that he is refuged in some foreign coun­ 
try. In an investigation of his rascalities, it 
was shown that he had about $25,000 for pass- 
iug/ ne thousand fraudulent claims for Chip­ 
pewa land scrip through the General Land 
Office. 
The Secretaries of War and Slate and’ the 
Naval Corps leave to-day for New York to 
await the arrival of Done Pedro, Emperor of 
Brazil. United States steamers Minnesota 
and Alert have been dstailed to receive him 
F. F. Session has been appointed Gauger 
for the First District of California. 
The Committee appointed by the Chairman 
of the grand mass meeting last Tuesday even­ 
ing, waited on Mayor Colviu yesteiday and 
requested his resignation. The Mayor made 
no immediate response to the request, but 
desired them to submit their request, togeth­ 
er with the reason therefor, in writing. 
A sharp gale prevailed in London yester­ 
day morning, attended by rain and snow. It 
is very cold. A dispatch from Nottingham 
says that seven inches have fallen there, in 
North Wales nine inches, and at Sheffield It 
is now nearly a foot, the heaviest full. The 
winter vegetation is suffering greatly. 
Washington despatches say that the Sen­ 
ate bill, for the relief of settlers on public 
lands in the State of California, wus laid over 
at the requestor McDonald, who stated that 
the Public Land* Committee had reported In 
favor of the bill, but there were some parties 
who claimed they had not been heard suffi­ 
ciently on it, and the Committee had con­ 
sented to give them another hearing.

When he entered upon 
his public duties the bonds of the 
county sold in the market at 30 cents 
on the dollar; when he delivered over 
to his successor in oflice thechaige 
which the people had invested him 
with, the same bonds sold at par. His 
integrity as a public officer and busi­ 
ness man is without spot or blemish. 
None of the members of the Board are 
now or have ever been politicians or 
professional office-seekers. They are 
simply well-to-do citizens, who have 
minded their own business and main­ 
tained a good repute in our midst for 
many years past. They realize our 
public necessities, know bow to sup­ 
ply them,and altogether will make an 
honest and efficient Board of Public 
Works.

These, so far 
as our observation extends, have 
been uniformly favorable to the ap­ 
pointees. 
We except, of course, the 
honorable members of the Common 
Council, who hardly feel flattered at 
the idea of having their incapacity to 
administer upon a large amount of 
public expenditures, thus openly and 
unmistakably adjudged. They have 
been weighed in the balance and 
found wanting; the fiat ha9 gone forth 
accordingly, and the people of Los 
Angeles acknowledge it to be just. 
When the report of the passage and 
approval of this act reached our city, 
the general expression of the people 
was, “a good measure if the Governor 
appoints good men.” That he has 
appointed good men for these impor­ 
tant positions we firmly believe, and 
our opinion is well supported. Let 
us consider their standing in the com­ 
munity. Louis R o ed eh has been a 
citizen of Los Angeles for the past 
twenty years. He is a carriage-maker 
by trade, and conducts a tyfs® busi­ 
ness. While employiñgjüHúy bands 
in the several branches of his manu­ 
factory, he works at the bench him­ 
self, and íb a fair representative of the 
bone-and-muscle element—the me­ 
chanics and large majority of tax-pay - 
ers of our city. From small begin­ 
nings be has amassed a comfortable 
competence by the exercise of his 
akill and industry. 
He has^also 
served several terms in the Common 
Council with credit and is thoroughly 
conversant with our public wants. 
Hahcock M. Johnston is well known 


Pendleton's Investigation. 


The object of attack on G e o rg e H. 
P e n d le to n is not generally under­ 
stood. The fact that as an attorney 
he administered on-the estate of B o w ­ 
l e r and collected a large amount due 
the estate from the government was 
no cause for complaint. He is a law­ 
yer of the first order of talent, and a 
friend of the family who employ him, 
and it was but natural they should 
employ him. And as frequent efforts 
had been made to collect this debt 
without success, the heirs were more 
than willing to give a large fee to se­ 
cure it. H e took hold of it, as he does 
any business placed in Lis hands,with 
a determination to collect it if possible 
and he succeed. There is nothing un­ 
usual in this; he nearly always suc­ 
ceed. But it was his success that 
brought him into trouble. Others 
had tried and failed, Republicans and 
Democrats, and these were the men 
that smelt out the snake. But no in­ 
quiry would have been instituted but 
for the fact that the Republicans were 
more than anxious to divide the odi - 
um of public plunder with the Demo­ 
crats, which up to that time seemed 
to belong exclusively to Republicans. 
P e n d le to n is a prominent Democrat 
and if they could rub their smut 
on him, they could at least .say 
“theft is not confined to one par­ 
ty.” They did all in their power 
to ferret 
out 
something, 
hut 
failed. There were a few Democratic 
aspirants who winked at the investi­ 
gation, who would not have wept if a 
little smut had been found. 
They 
imagine P e n d le to n stands in their 
way. As he has come out unspotted 
we can look at the probabilities of his 
guilt, In his own personal right, he 
is worth about two millions of dollars, 
and is by no means avaricious, there­ 
fore money was no temptation. Judg­ 
ing from his conduct through life, no 
man living possesses a higher sense of 
honor. In all his public and private 
life, there has never been a whisper by 
friend or foe against his integrity. 
He is open hearted and candid, and 
though a politician, he knows noth­ 
ing of cunning nor wire working. 


The Chinese Question. 


San Francisco on this subject is like 
a boiling cauldron. Meetings are be­ 
ing held every night and the papers 
are filled with accounts of speeches 
and resolutions. To stop further emi­ 
gration, and to get clear of the Chi­ 
nese we have in the country, every 
speaker has a plan of his own and ad­ 
herents enough to applaud when he 
speaks. All the speakers appologised 
for not having had time to mature the 
subject, which is very appareut, if 
their speeches were correctly re ported 
The starving-out process of getting 
clear of the Chinamen appared to 
have the most advocates—cease to 
employ them, or to patronize those 
who do. This is an utter impossibil­ 
ity, for while they are here, we can- 
uot expect to receive other labor to 
supply their place. They must work 
or perish and no humane person 
would permit a human being to per­ 
ish at his door. If the government 
will abrogate the treaty and prevent 
others from coming these will sooti 
raturn to their own country.

3d—That Temple was in office two 
weeks before the act passed, and no 
new liabilities cun be imposed other 
than those existing at the time he 
took the office.

Now, to-morrow, go to your 
peach trees, and where you find a tree 
whose leaves are curled, patiently un­ 
roll the leaves and you will find a full 
fledged, winged fly. This fly is the 
product simply of its progenitor. All 
our peadi tree growers can verify this 
fact in a few minutes. Now comes 
the great trouble. W hat is it that 
punctures the early leaf of the peach, 
and thus inoculates it with the egg 
that hatches out into the little fly that 
wings itself into the air? We have 
made a very careful search through 
our library to see if we could get at 
the name of the terrible monster that 
is the father that is doing thecurl-leaf 
business for the peach orchards of Cal­ 
ifornia. But our library has not a 
work on entomology that would en­ 
able our horticulturists to trace up 
and find out the father of thiscurl-leaf 
pest. Trusting that your journal will 
present this important matter to our
